A hereas it hath pleaſed Almighty God by a moſt lamentable and debouring Fire ( which 
„ dioke out upon Snndap the Second of September, about two of the Clock in the 
„ moꝛning neer Thames. Street, and tont inued raging till Tdurſdap night, 02 Friday fol⸗ 
== lowing) to lap waſte the greateſt part of the Citp of London within the Walls, and 
dome part of the Suburbs, whereof moze then Fourſcoze Pariſhes, and all the 
NES Houſes , Churches, Chappels, Hoſpitals, and other the great and Pagnificent 
IJ Buildings of pious 02 publique uſe which were within that Circuit , are novo 
E@=IYJ bought imo Aſhes. and become one ruinous Heap: A Uiſitation ſo dzeadful , that 
. ===> [carce anp Age 02 Nation hath ever ſeen oz felt the like; therein although the aftli- 
tting Hand of God fell moze immediately upon the Inhabitants of this City, and the parts Adjacent, yet 
all ment ought to look upon it as a Judgment upon the whole Nation, and to humble themſelves accozdingly. 
His Majelly therefoꝛe out of a deep and pions ſence of what Himſelf and all his Prople now ſuffer , and 
with a Religious care to pzevent what map pet be feared, unieſs it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God to turn away 
bis Anger from US, doth hereby publiſh and Declare His Royal Will and Pleaſure, That Wedneſday, 
being the Tenth ol October next enſuing, (hall be ſet apart and kept and obſerbed by all wis Pajelkies Sub- 
jects of England and Wales, and the Town of Barwick upon Tweed, as a Day of Solemn Faſting and Humili⸗ 
ation, to imptoze the merties of God, That it would pleaſe him to pardon the crying fins of this Ration. 
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thoſe eſpecially which have dꝛawn down this lalt and pravy Judgment upon Us, and to remove from Us all 
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other His Judgments which Our ſins have deſerbed, and which le now either feel oz fear: And tothe end 
— bir Pajeſties Subjects map be alliſted in the perfozmance ot ht duties of that Dap, and that al Þis 
good People may be united in ſuch common Devotions aud Supplications as map be fit and pzoper ko the 
occaſion , hig Majeſty will take care, by and with the Advice aß hig Reberend Biſhops, That a oem 
of Pꝛaper fit foꝛ that purpoſe ſhall be timely and ſeaſonably publiſhed; And his Majeſty doth ſtrictly charge 
and command all His Subjects of what Eſtate oz Degree ſoeber, That they duely obſerve this Wap of Faſt- 
ing and Humiliation in ſuch decent and debout manner as becomes ſo ſad and ſolemn an Dccaſion, as 
they will anſwer the neglect thereof unto Almighty God, and upon pain of incurring the utmoſt ſeberities 
which can be inflicted upon the wiltul breakers and contemaers of this His Majeſties Royal Command: 
And becauſe many Perſons and Families, who were fozmerly able to give great relief to others, are now 
become great objects of Charity themſelbes, having not only loft all they had by Fire, but being deſtitute 
of all Habitation3 his Majeſty doth therefoze require and command all Piniſters, Parſons, Uicars, oꝛ Cu- 
rates who ſhall Pꝛeath on that Dap, That they earneſtly recommend the diſtreſſed eſtate and condition of 
thoſe who have been undone by this Fire, unto the charity of all good and well diſpoſed Chꝛiſtiang. And that 
they cauſe Collections foz this purpoſe to be made in all Churches and Chappels whatſoever, and the Mo⸗ 
nies ſo collected to be faithfully and entirely returned up to London, and there paid in to the Lozd Mayo? 
of the City of London, oz ſuch as he (hall appoint, to the end the ſame map be tuly and ozderly diſtrivu- 
ted by the adbice and directions of the Lozd Mapoꝛ, and Lozd Biſhop of London, unto and amongſt ſuch 
poo2 Sufferers by this Fire, as ſhall be found to habe moſt need thereof; And that all good people may be 
| the better pzepared fo; their Devotions, and pꝛobided foz their charitable benevolence that Day, It is His 
| WPajelties further Pleaſure, that this His Royal Pzoclamation be read in all Churches and Chappeig on ſome 
3Lozs Day pzecedent to the ſaid Dap of Faſting and Humiliation.
